DECLAWING DISCUSSION 


Dear Editors: 

You and your readers seem to be sin- 
cerely concerned with the welfare of cats, 
pedigreed or otherwise. I am _ greatly 
alarmed at the popularity among veterin- 
arians of the practice of declawing cats. 
Some argue that they leave the back 
claws which enable it to climb. I main- 
tain the back claws are not curved and 
therefore cannot hook into wood. There 
is always the chance that a house cat, 
even kept in constantly or leashed, will 
be faced with the need to escape danger 
by climbing, and without claws that is 
impossible. Death or maiming may often 
result. 

I’ve written many letters to all so- 
cieties, humane, cat and veterinarian, and 
have met with no success in getting a 
law passed to make this amputation il- 
legal. How many people agree with me? 

Another thing that makes me boil is 
the old dirge that cats kill birds—but so 
do humans. There are millions of birds 
killed by boys and by hunters. A small 
town near here even got up a “posse” 
armed with shotguns to shoot starlings. 
Even our president shot a bunch of pi- 
geons which were roosting on the barn 
at his Gettysburg farm. Quite frequently 
birds become an absolute economic prob- 
lem to the farmer, and he could not op- 
erate without cats to keep mice and rats 
away.

‘Tips to 
the Novice’ 
by

Have you ever had a dream that was 
beyond all realization? Have you ever 
wished that your guardian angel would 
hear your plea and give you that which 
you wanted so much? Maybe we haven't 
thought about it like that since we were 
kids, but wouldn’t it be wonderful if our 
dreams could come true. 

I have been asked many times if I 
had a cattery in mind that would be just 
what I wanted. Yes, I have, but I am 
afraid my Dream Cattery is just that— 
a dream. I may never realize my fondest 
dream but, I will never entirely erase it 
from my mind. 

True, the cattery I have in mind would 
be very expensive, but one could econo- 
mize, by making it smaller with not as 
much equipment or as many fine features. 
However, I do believe that it could form 
a basis for those of you who are about 
to construct a cattery. It could very eas- 
ily be adapted to an Animal Hospital 
with a few changes here and there and 
T am sure it would be a very efficient one. 

I am about to share my dream with 
you and I hope that you will agree with 
me that this would be a cattery that 
would be the last word in construction, 
convenience, upkeep and cleanliness. 


FIREPROOF 


First of all I would have a building 
that was fireproof. We hear from time 
to time cases where catteries have been 
burnt to the ground or where explosions 
of one thing or another have caused the 
death of many cats. To prevent this I 
would make everything fireproof. The 
building would be of concrete block with 
interior partitions of metal and glass. 
The roof could very well be made from 
steel joists with a fireproof flat surface 
on top. The ceiling could be one sus- 
pended from the bottom of the joists 
thereby allowing an airspace between the 
ceiling and roof. The roof would be flat 
to allow several inches of water to re- 
main, thereby cooling the interior of the 
building. All doors and windows will be 
of steel and glass. The floors will be 
concrete. The only basement would be 
under the portion of the front where 
the reception room, office and nursery 


are located. 
EXTERIOR 
The outside of the building, being of 
concrete block, could very easily be 


painted a gleaming white. This would 
not only make the building clean look- 
ing, but white reflects the rays of the 
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sun thereby helping to keep the interior 
cool. The windows which run full length 
and around the front could have their 
sashes painted that beautiful soft red we 
see more and more these days, and the 
doors could be this color, too. Of course, 
they both would be of metal and glass 
construction with built in screens and 
storm protection. Over the windows and 
doors I would use the new metal awn- 
ings that are so appealing with colors 
to match. A well-kept lawn with bushes 
and a tree or two would add to the beauty 
of the entire layout. 


INTERIORS 


All rooms would be made of tile with 
concrete floors. There could be connec- 
tions provided for hot and cold water for 
easy cleaning. Of course, a drain would 
take care of the waste water. I would 
also have a connection to a central suc- 
tion system thereby doing away with 
the vacuum cleaner. Each room would 
have its own thermostat for controlling 
temperatures for both winter and sum- 
mer. I would install germicidal lamps of 
proper size in the rooms. One _ thing 
more. There could be a connection for 
a pressurized steam system for sanita- 
tion. This is an ideal method of control- 
ling fleas, fungus and all kinds of bac- 
teria. I do not think there is anything 
that will do a better job in sterilizing 
everything than this steam system. The 
ceilings could be made of plaster coated 
with a rubberized paint. All interior par- 
titions could be made of tile and in some 
places metal paneling with metal doors, 
flush type, and glass could be used, en- 
abling one to clean or shut off any room 
without disturbing any other room. This 
would be a great advantage. 


RECEPTION ROOM 


This room needn’t be too large but 
with the addition of chrome chairs and 
tables and an occasional lamp it could 
be made to look very cheerful. On the 
table could be placed some Cats maga- 
zines, an album of photos, and an album 
showing the championship certificates. 
Around the room would be wall cabinets 
where some of the most important rib- 
bons such as All-Sectionals or All-Am- 
ericans could be displayed. Perhaps on 
one wall there could be an enlarged photo 
of your finest cat. These could very well 
entertain your customers until such time 
that you could give them your attention, 
and would also help you in consummat- 
ing a sale. 


OFFICE 


An office is a vital part of a cattery 
and could be equipped with a desk, sev- 
eral chairs, lamps, filing cabinets and a 
typewriter. Here is where the business 
can be conducted because everything 
could be kept neat and at hand. With all 
your papers filed in the cabinets you 
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CATTERY 


could very quickly give all the needed 
information in short order. Here again 
you could have more photos, certificates 
and ribbons placed around the walls. The 
decoration of the reception room as well 
as the office could be left to one’s in- 
dividual taste. 


NURSERY 

This is one of the most important 
rooms of all for without the birth of 
kittens no cattery could exist. This room 
should be gleaming white and hospital 
clean. There will be many nights that 
you will spend in this room of watchful 
waiting, so I would suggest a double 
bunk with one bed that you may utilize, 
and one for another member of your 


family. The maternity cage could be 


made of porcelain for easy sterilizing 
and would be set on rollers for quick 
maneuvering. A porcelain sink with hot 
and cold running water will be neces- 
sary for it will be used often. Lining one 
of the walls should be porcelain cabinets 
for keeping all the necessary items that 
are to be used at a time like this. There 
should also be a cabinet for sterile cloths 
and paper towels. Of course, a disposal 
can is a very necessary item too. 

The following is a list of some of the 
things I would consider of necessity in 
the nursery. I mentioned the clean cloths 
and the paper. A medicine dropper for 
feeding the new born kits, if necessary, 
and along with it should be some canned 
milk. You might also have some canned 
baby foods handy. A thermometer is 
needed for the taking of temperatures. 
You see, 101.5° is normal, and before 
the actual births the temperature will go 
as low as 99° but, should it rise above 
normal you are in for trouble, and a vet 
erinarian should be consulted. An electric 
heating pad or hot water bottle for keep- 
ing the new born kittens warm while the 
fur is drying is quite a necessity. A 
little whiskey and some meratycin tab- 
lets in case of trouble. Then too it is 
wise to have a good antiseptic available. 
A flashlight and a pair of scissors will 
come in handy.

A door in the office would open into 
a central hallway which would also be 
made of tile with a concrete floor. Both 
sides of the hallway would have a metal 
partition with doors having full length 
glass and also glass on both sides of the 
doors. This would make it ideal for 
prospective customers to view the cats 
and kittens and would minimize the 
threat of contamination without injuring 
the viewers’ feelings. After they had 
made their selection in this way you 
could bring the kitten out to the front. 
Nobody but yourself would come in con- 
tact with the other cats and kittens in 
this setup. After the departure of the 
customers you could very quickly steril 
ize the hallway. Another use for the hall 
way would be for exercising kittens and 
young cats. They would have a long run- 
way in which to race around to their 
hearts content. 


STORAGE ROOM 


Everybody thinks of a storage room 
where old things are kept but with this 
one that is not the case. It would be used 
for keeping a deep-freeze filled with meat 
and other perishable foods. Shelves 
would line the walls for keeping canned 
and jarred foods. You could also keep 
there the litter for use in the sanitary 
pans. This space will be very helpful 
for it will allow you to buy in quantities 
thereby saving quite a bit in expense. 


GROOMING ROOM 


This room would not only serve as a 
grooming place but also can be used as 
the medical center. Here is where most 
of the equipment would be kept. There 
should be two laundry trays, preferably 
of porcelain, with an arrangement for 
placing a flat top over them to serve as 
an additional table. This is where the 
bathing takes place and if any dipping 
is required it can be done here. There 
should be two other tables with porce- 
lain tops. Several porcelain cabinets can 
be very well used for the storing of 
medicines and all other equipment perti- 
nent to the requirements.

It may help to almost hand feed her, giving her just a small 
amount at a time with a lapse of a minute or so between bites. 
Some form of digestant aid might be indicated, also—the type 
would depend upon examination of the particular individual. 


We own two beautiful Siamese—16 months old and in good 
health. I would like your opinion and advice on three questions : 
Bad breath from babyhood; beautiful coats, but constant shed- 
ding; Ming’s tail-chewing. She started not too long after we 
got her, before her first season. I’ve tried everything to stop the 
chewing—scolding, petting, even smearing her tail with mustard. 
Can you suggest something to stop this habit?

Some digestive disturbance might account for the bad breath 
another. Vitamins, fats, oils—all are popular. I feel that a good 
and sometimes a change of food will help to overcome it. A tea- 
Spoon of milk of magnesia will often help in clearing the intes- 
tinal tract of any matter that is producing gasses that give a 
bad odor. 

The problem of shedding has as many answers as there are 
pet owners. What will benefit one case will not necessarily help 
source of protein, such as food yeast is indicated in many of 
these cases. 

The tail-chewing may be just a habit, like people’s chewing 
their finger nails. Be sure that the tail is always as clean as pos- 
sible of any waste matter.

The expenses incurred 
by Francis are taken from a fellowship 
which the foundation awarded Dr. Mul- 
ler for his work.

His face 
and feet are white, and his yellow eyes 
have a green tinge to them. Species: just 
cat. 

On the door of the Genetics Laboratory, 
there is a sign which says, “Don’t let 
Francis(es) out.” The sign apparently 
has little effect, however, because Fran- 
cis is a familiar sight to students and fac- 
ulty in all parts of the campus. He al- 
ways returns to Science Hall in time for 
his two meals daily, though.

A STEP FORWARD 
IN SHOW MANAGEMENT 
by Mrs. Leigh Manley 


Too little attention has been given to a 
fairly recent innovation in the realm of cat 
shows. One of the newest wrinkles yet is the 
quadruple show. No, NOT the all breed show 
with three color or breed specialties held in 
conjunction—I’m talking about the = single 
weekend double show—two all breed shows 
sponsored by two separate clubs but each on 
a single day and in the same hall. Each all 
breed is accompanied by a Longhair specialty 
and a Shorthair specialty. There can be four 
or six or eight judges. The all breed shows 
must be split into Longhair and Shorthair divi 
sions with separate judges officiating so that 
they can be at work concurrently in order that 
an entire all breed show can be finished in one 
day and at a reasonable hour. The judge who 
does the Longhair section of Saturday’s all 
breed show can do the Shorthair section of 
Sunday’s all breed, or the judges can be rotated 
so that each of four judges will do one half of 
an all breed and one specialty—judging Long- 
hairs in one assignment and Shorthairs in the 
other. The basic idea is to provide four dif- 
ferent judges for each cat—four separate 
chances to win: hence the term “quadruple” 
show. 

The advantages are many. The two clubs, 
with or without specialty clubs to sponsor the 
specialty shows, can pool their resources and 
their working crews. There will be just as much 
work for entry clerks, show secretaries and 
stewards as for two separate shows on separate 
weekends. There is half the labor to set up and 
tear down cages and half the need for ticket 
sellers and takers, however. 

Costs to the clubs for ribbons, rosettes, and 
for judges fees and expenses are the same as 
for two shows but the rental fees for the cages 
and hall plus the cost of decorating the hall are 
half as great. There should be some savings on 
the catalog, but we hope the cost of tickets 
would be the same! 

Such a pooling of resources and sharing of 
cost should improve the possibility of shows 
being financially successful. Cat show econom- 
ics are becoming more and more difficult and 
no sound step towards minimizing the risk to 
the sponsoring club should be overlooked. 

The benefits to the exhibitors are tremendous. 
The costs of traveling to the show, meals and 
lodging at the show and the problem of find- 
ing someone to care for the stay-at-home portion 
of the cattery (and of the exhibitor’s family) 
are half as great as they would be for two 
separate shows. Wear and tear on nerves may 
be as great or greater, but wear and tear on 
the car and on all the show equipment is less. 
Surely one can make no more enemies at a 
quadruple show than at a show requiring an 
equal amount of time spent in the hall, but the 
opportunity for making new friends is increased 
because fanciers are willing to travel further 
for the greater opportunity to win. An exhibitor 
lives so far away that he must take time away 
from his or her employment in order to get to 
ANY show, surely it makes more sense in every 
way to choose the show which affords the great- 
est opportunities for championship points and 
other honors. 

At such a quadruple show it is obviously pos- 
sible to win a championship under the rules of 
any of the associations and/or to make nice 
progress towards a coveted “grand.’’ One won- 
ders what point there is in paying the double 
entry fees for a kitten who has no chance at a 
championship win. Well, we discovered that a 
kitten can win an honorable mention sectional 
award at one quadruple show on one weekend. 
In fact, it MIGHT be possible to win better 
than honorable mention! 

As it stands now, there have been two quad- 
ruple shows—one in Texas under ACFA rules 
which reportedly ran like the proverbial clock- 
work; and one in Oakland, California under 
UCF rules, which, unfortunately, fell gomewhat

DREAM 


Equipment for grooming should include 
a metal comb, stiff brush, nail clippers, 
electric hair clippers with combination 
heads, electric hair dryer, talcum powder 
scented and unscented, shampoos and 
soaps, and several pairs of scissors. 

Equipment for medical supplies could 
include an otoscope and a black lamp. 
As to medicine itself this is a matter of 
opinion. I would stock the chest with 
some of the antibiotics, sulpha drugs, 
antiseptics, the new non-toxic iodine, 
baby oils, Q-Tips, cotton, adhesive tape, 
sterile cloths, insecticides and fungicides. 
Most of these can be obtained from your 
veterinarian and I am sure he will help 
you stock the chest if you ask him. 

Of course, there are many other sup- 
plies that can be added as time goes by. 
It is better to be prepared than to be 
too late. 


STUD ROOMS 


The rooms for housing the stud cats 
are a little larger than those for the 
queens. This enables the stud to get 
needed exercise for he won’t be allowed 
the freedom of the queens. The import- 
ance of the concrete and tile is well noted 
in the stud rooms. Also the running 
water with drains, etc. All these are 
important to keeping the room clean and 
fresh. In these rooms it would be well 
to have some ventilating fans as they 
are needed at times. As for furnishings 
I would suggest a small porcelain table 
for quickie grooming. A cage with a 
sleeping box should he desire it, which 
could also be used to house the queen 
for the first few hours until they become 
acquainted. Staggered shelves can be 
added to one wall for his enjoyment and 
exercise. A scratching post or log is quite 
a necessity here as well as in the queens’ 
rooms. Of course, the ever present sani- 
tary pan should not be forgotten either. 
This would very well cover the needs 
of the stud cats. 


QUEENS’ ROOMS 


The rooms for the queens are smaller 
than those of the stud and several queens 
may be housed in one room. They will 
be given more freedom than the males 
because of their more cleanly habits. A 
small porcelain table can be used here 
also. Cages with finer wire and smaller 
openings to prevent kittens from falling 
out of them are used. They, too, will have 
sleeping boxes for all cats love to have 
a box to either sleep in or upon. 


SUN PORCHES 


The sun porches are used for exercis- 
ing and sunning. They should be higher 
than the ground so as to be free from 
insects and other animals. They should 
be constructed of heavy wire with an 
outer frame of small mesh to keep out 
flies, etc. The roof should be made so as 
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to let in sunlight and keep out rain. A 
box for growing grass should be in- 
cluded for cats love to eat it, and it is 
good for them.

The cats are well satisfied with their 
home and should they be removed for a 
time, are always anxious to get back. 
The only drawback is that it is on the 
third floor, making the stair climbing 
a little tiresome at times. However, the 
nursery is on the second floor, conven- 
ient to everything and works out quite 
well, especially when tiny kittens are 
present. 

So, like all dreamers, I am in a world 
of my own, where contentment and joy 
intermingle, bringing happiness each and 
every day. You, too, can be happy breed- 
ing cats, if you will strive towards your 
dreams, with the hope that some day all 
will come true.

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short of the desired efficiency. Even so, two 
complete all breed shows plus four specialties 
had been completed when the weekend was over, 
despite the late hour on Sunday night. (How 
MANY single shows run just as late!) It is 
imperative that the show committee be fully or- 
ganized and efficient, that the judges be efficient 
and that they do not let down or drag at any 
point, that the master of ceremonies know show 
procedure backwards, forwards and sideways (it 
often seems to go sideways these days!) and 
that he be clear of voice and full of patience 
and that each and every exhibitor cooperate 
completely. 

On Sunday at Oakland, it was the exhibitors 
who bogged down and nothing the manage- 
ment, the master of ceremonies or the judges 
could do would help. The exhibitors did not 
bring up their cats within a reasonable length 
of time when classes were called. Indeed it 
seemed as though they stopped listening for 
their numbers at all. 

Of course, it is nerve-wracking for the ex- 
hibitors to have to keep track of two or more 
stages all at once. We personally found it nearly 
impossible to keep cats on both Shorthair stages 
at one time and still keep track of our benched 
cats and one small son (we had left the other 
boy with friends for the weekend, fortunately !), 
and we were showing only Siamese females of 
three colors. It must be virtually impossible for 
breeders showing both Longhairs and Shorthairs 
or more than one breed of Shorthairs to keep 
their wits at all. The last thing Sunday night, 
even as sympathetic as I was to the whole prob- 
lem of keeping the show going, I failed to rec- 
ognize one of our numbers (for which I must 
apologize to all concerned). 

I repeat: Complete cooperation of all the ex- 
hibitors, show workers, judges and club mem- 
bers is absolutely essential for the benefit of all. 

Even so, the quadruple show is a step for- 
ward. At present it is a boon to the breeder 
who must operate within a small budget 
offering almost twice the opportunity to show. 
If all the associations (or member clubs thereof 

since no association’s rules seem to forbid 
such combined shows) adopt the plan, the more 
affluent breeder may still have the advantage but 
showing will be easier and less expensive for 
ALL fanciers.
